What Does Service Mean? 
N the automotive business these days we hear the word| 
“Service” used perhaps as often as any other in the trade 
In common usage the term is made to cover a 
Some 





vocabulary. 
latitude of territory that is just a trifle bewildering. 
automobile dealers use “service” to mean a considerable 
amount of free adjustment, replacement and even repairs 
which actually ought not to be free. 

If we take service out of retail merchandising, practi- 
cally every merchant goes into direct price competition with 
every other retailer in his field. Service actually is the 
intangible something that makes the difference between one 
shop and another. It will include courtesy, interest and every- 
thing else that goes into the creation of a satisfied customer. 

In the case of the automobile dealer, service can be re- 
duced to cover whatever the merchant does to give his 
customer satisfactory automotive transportation. The man 
who buys a motor vehicle certainly does not make an invest- 
ment in a frame, four wheels, a power plant, a body and the 
rest of the component parts. He is paying his money to be 
supplied with a means of transporting himself or his goods 
from place to place. It is the dealer’s job to see that this 
transportation, which the client has paid for, remains trans- 
portation with the least possible interruption. 

The dealer who slights his repair department is certainly 
not giving his customer the service he has a right to expect. 
The car owner, when he buys a car or truck, has every legiti- 
mate right to expect that the dealer who sells it to him will 
maintain a parts and repair department that will put his 
vehicle back in service with the least possible delay when any- 
thing goes wrong. The dealer selling 100 cars a year cannot 
be expected to maintain a service department equal in size 
and equipment to that of the merchant handling 500 cars. 
But he has every incentive to make his repair department 100 
per cent. efficient in relation to the amount of service needed 
to keep his hundred customers’ transportation systems 
operating economically and efficiently. 

We have preached in season and out regarding the 
foolishness of dealers who let service work get away from 
them after they have sold the vehicles. And there is a more 
serious aspect of this, even than the loss of profits from 
repairs and replacements. It is the fact that a dealer who 
does this is reducing himself to the level of the merchant who 
must compete with his neighbors entirely on a price basis. 
Are we wrong in thinking that this lack of appreciation of 
the much used term “Service” is the cause of much of the 
ruinous “buying of business’ that is reflected in excessive 
used car allowances? 


Accident Reduction 


N a recent report from the National. Automobile Chamber 

of Commerce, attention was called to the fact that the 
accident ratio had been cut in various states through the 
passage of what may be called model traffic laws. These 
mode] acts include provisions for drivers’ licenses, com- 
pulsory inspection, financial responsibility recommended by 
the National Conference on Street and Highway Safety. 

This was disclosed at a meeting of the executive com- 
mittee of the conference, held at N. A. C. C. headquarters in 
New York. It was agreed in this committee meeting that 
with the results so far achieved by the systematic campaign 
of education that is going on, it eventually will bring a sub- 
stantial reduction in the annual highway accident toll. 

We venture the guess that the educational campaign is 
far more important in reducing the number of accidents than 
repressive laws, though these undoubtedly serve a purpose in 
the general plan. From past experience it would seem to us 
the part of wisdom to broaden and intensify the educational 
work, especially among the younger generation, rather than. 
to trust to more and more Jaws. |

So we have now reached a stage 
where we know that practically 
every new car sold replaces an old 
one on the highways of America 
And here is where I believe the 
sound solution for all our troubles 
is to be found 

Today, any dealer will tell you 
that invariably, when he sells a car 
of medium price, he finds himself 
eventually with a “junker” on his 
hands. Sometimes one trade, some- 
times two or even three, but the 
final deal leaves him, or, mark this, 
would leave him if he would consent 
with an obsolete, worn-out piece of 
machinery. 

Now there are manufacturers who 
recognize this fact, and are allowing 


their dealers a certain amount on 
each new car sold to apply on 
“junkers” at a certain scrapping 


value, sometimes $20, sometimes $40 
per car, but generally based on the 
number of new cars sold at varying 
ratios. 

Some enterprising manufacturer 
is going to recognize the fact soon 
that increased discounts mean only 
increased allowances on trade-ins 
It has always been that way and

Shows 2% Gain During 1930 


Wy ASHINGTON, July 6—The an- 
. nual world census of automo- 
iles just issued by the Automotive 

ivision of the Department of Com- 
merce reveals that despite the de- 
pression automobile registrations 
increased nearly 2 per cent. during 
1930. There is now one automobile 
te every fifty-four persons of the 
world population. Registrations in 
countries outside of the United 
States increased 7.4 per cent. over 
last year. 

In thirty of the most important 
markets registrations increased 10 
per cent. or more during the year. 
Only one major market, Australia, 
showed an important decline for the 
year, registrations dropping by 
7,653, or 3 per cent. Smaller de- 
¢reases in registrations also oc- 
curred in twenty-eight-of the 164 
countries included in the survey. 

A total of 35,805,362 cars, buses 
and trucks was in operation. ac- 
cording to the survey, on Jan. 1, 
1931. This figure represents a gain 
of 678,234 registered motor vehicles 
over the total of 35,127,398 in opera- 
tion at the beginning of 1930 after 
the previous year, 1929, had pro- 
duced an increase of 3,000,000 regis- 
trations, or 9 per cent 

Registrations of automobiles in 
the United States as of January i 
1931. totaled 26,697,398, an increase 
of 43,948 over the total a year 
previous. Total registrations in all 
other countries amounted to 9,108,- 
234, an increase of 634,286 auto- 
mobiles, or 7.4 per cent. over the 
figure on January 1, 1930. — 

The relatively greater increase 
outside the United States is, of 
course, largely ascribed to the fact 
that the American automotive mar- 
ket has become predominantly a 
replacement market, whereas in 
many foreign countries a large pro- 
portion of sales are “first” sales to 
mnon-owners, and consequently add 
to the registrations in those coun- 
tries. The 7.4 per cent. increase 
in registrations in foreign countries 
jis a significant indicaton of the 
opportunties in these countries for 
the expansion of motor sales. 

The present more static condition 
of world registrations is attributed 
partly to the depression and partly 


to the fact that in many countries, | 


especially the United States, many 
used car sales do not contribute to 
any increase in total registrations. 

Once more world registrations of 
commercial motor yehicles increased 
at a relatively greater rate than 


passenger cars in 1930. The total of | 
29,933,137 passenger cars in opera- | 


tion at the end of the year repre- 
sented an increase of only 1.3 per

Yemen and Oman, in Ara- 
lbia, China, Ethiopia and the Solo- 
mon Islands had fewer cars in pro- 
{portion to population than any other 
|countries covered by the census. The 
|government experts state their be- 
lief, however. that the se.@ons of 
|the world showing few cars in pro- 
{portion to the population indicate a 
|potential demand for automobiles to 
assist in economic development. 

They point out, too, that the 
|promise of expansion in these coun- 
tries is in no wise altered by the 
| lemporary curtailment of purchases 
|during the depression. The devel- 
| opment of rapid motor transporta- 
jtion in countries now lacking ade- 
|quate transportation facilities is 
istressed as important not only to 
| the country itself but to the coun- 
| tries doing an export and import 
trade with it. It is pointed out that 
the self-advertising quality of a few 
cars in the so-called backward coun- 
tries has been an important influ- 
ence in developing automobile de- 
mand. 

The census portrays strikingly the 
need of more cars in some of these 
markets, now temporarily checked
